BRITAIN TO HALT "TO 


ORDER" CONTRABAND 


Poi nts Out Way tor Shi ppers 


to Meet Objecti ons. 


Washington, Dec. 3.— The determin­ 
ation of Great Britain to prevent Ger­ 
many from obtaJning 
war material 
supplies from other countries contin­ 
ues to be a cause of controversy be­ 
tween the Gnited States and the B rit­ 
ish governments. 
Discussions of the 
questions at issue are proceeding eon- 
tir.i ally both in Washington and Lon­ 
don. 


I h< 1 nited States objects particu- 
Ic rlj 
to the prolonged detention of 
American vessels and also other neu­ 
tral vessels carrying American goods 
to neutral countries adjacent to Ger­ 
many. 


This government ateo takes excep­ 
tion to the British declarations that 
shipments of contraband of war to 
neutral countries 
consigned ‘‘to or­ 
der" will be regarded as goods of an 


ut.neutral destination. 
The British point out that Am eri­ 
can shippers could avoid these diffi 
cultie.s by furnishing a statement sup­ 
plemental to the hill of lading, show­ 
ing precisely the identity of the pur­ 
chaser ot the goods. 
It lias become 
quiti clear, however, that the oritish 
government is determined to persist 
In its course, even at the risk of a 
quairel with the T'nited States, and 
that it intends to use its absolute eon* 
troi of the seas to the utmost to put 
G( rmany at a disadvantage.

FRANZ JOSEF'S ARMY 


Occupaney el Servi an Capi tal 


Tol tf in Note to Emperor. 


Vienna, Austria. Dec. 3.— (Via Lon 
<ht-> 
Ac tiian troops nave occupied 
Belgrade. S* rviu. 


The occupation of the city was an­ 
nounced in a telegram to Emperor 
Francis Joseph from General Frank, 
con niander of the Fifth army corps. 
The message follows: 
"On the occasion of the sixty-sixth 
anniversary of your reign, permit me 
to lay at your feet the information 
that Belgrade was today occupied by 
the Kift.ii army 
corps.” ’ 
The city of Belgrade, which was tile 
capital of Scrvia until the seat of 
government 
was 
remmoved 
shortly 
after the outbreak of the war, has 
beer under attack by the Austrians 
much of the time for the last four 
months. 
Ea rly 
in 
August 
Austrian 
troops reached the city, but were tin-1 
ai-le to hold it. 
The advance of a 
new Austrian arm y through northern 
Serviu during the last fortnight made | 
the position of the Servian troops in 
Belgrade a hazardous one, and early 
in the day it was reported from Sofia, 
Bulgaria, that 
the

had been 
e \a* mated.
